Haapsalu  Army  Barracks  I vast  is  located 
approximately  2.4  kilometers  (km)  east  of  the 
center  of  Haapsalu  (Figure  .1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  275 
acres  and  contains  26  administrative,  barracks, 
storage,  and  vehicle  maintenance /storage -type 
buildings,  34  support  buildings,  and  24  unidenti- 
fied buildings  (Figures  2 and  3).  This  total 
includes  20  unidentified  buildings  associated  with 


the  unidentified  activity  discussed  on  I'a-re 
of  the  referenced  document.

DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  main  Haapsalu- Risti  rail  line  passes 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  south  portion  of  the 
installation.  The  I laapsalu  Kailyard  is  located 
approximately  3 km  southwest  of  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

An  all-weather  road  connecting  Haapsalu 
with  Linnamae  passes  through  the  center  of  die 
installation. 

Aircraft  Landing  Strips 

Haapsalu  Airfield  is  located  5.5  km  south- 
west of  the  installation. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  01  contains  2 administrative  buildings, 

3 barracks,  and  15  support  buildings. 

Area  D2  contains  14  barracks  and  3 support 
buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E is  fenced  and  contains  2 guard- 
houses and  4 small  storage  buildings.  A 
support  building  is  immediately  outside  the 
fence.  The  area  probably  contains  either 
POL  or  ammunition  storage. 


Other  POL.  Storage  Areas 

Approximately  2.9  km  west -southwest  <>f  rh> 
installation,  adjacent  t.o  the  Haapsalu  Kailyard, 
is  a secured  POL  storage  depot  with  5 lirg< 
storage  tanks,  approximately  5 possible  smaP 
horizontal  tanks,  and  3 support  buildings.  .Jut- 
side  the  secured  area  is  a limited  amour, i o' 
drum  storage. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  III,  under  construction,  contains  3 
unidentified  buildings  and  is  a possible  gr  ivcl 
pit. 

Area  H2  contains  4 probable  storage  build- 
ings (probably  construction  equipment  story  jo?), 
and  6 support  buildings.  Open  storage  is  dsn 
apparent. 

Area  H3  contains  20  unidentified  budd- 
ings (Sec  NPIC/R-404/64). 

Equipment  Storage/ Ma imena nee  Area 

Area  .1  is  fenced  and  contains  one  270- 
!>y  50- foot  vehicle  maintenance /.storage  huilrti  ng, 
two  170-  by  30-foot  vehicle  storage  buildings, 
and  2 support  buildings.  A guardhouse  is 
outside  the  entrance  and  an  unidentified  budd- 
ing is  outside  the  west  fence.
